2. Sioc of the eight AEROOT/5 reports resulted from debriefings 
of one ethnic German repatriated from Tallinn, Estonian SSR, and all 
six of AENEON/27 's reports were results of debriefing a similar indi- 
vidual who had lived in Tapa. Thus, almost the total positive intelli- 
gence production of this project for the year was derived from debriefing 
two repatriates. Of the two other AEROOt/ 5 reports, one consisted of 
three photographs of bridges in Tartu acquired from a returnee probably 
destined for UPSWING exploitation. The photographs were accessioned by 
Graphics Register as adding to their files. The other was commentary 

on the Estonian Evangelical Lutheran Church obtained by AEROOT/5 from 
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an emigre who had talked with Bishop Yan Kiyvet when he visited the 
West in January 1959 • This was one of the more interesting reports 
produced by the project. 

3 . Debriefings of the two repatriates provided information on 
living conditions^ civil defense^ industries^ and rail and military 
installations known to the informants . This information was primarily 
of interest because of the paucity of information available to us on 
Estonia. Now that Tallinn has been opened for tourist travel (August 
1959 ); expect better information to come from briefed REDSKIN 
sources. From a positive intelligence point of view^ a turn of the 
AEROOT project iniiie direction of mounted legal travel operations 
would appear to be th^only justification for renewal.
